Cotton observers are advising the farmer to 
hold his 1926 yield, pleading with him not to give 
way at the first sign of a recovery on the market. 
Cotton interests in behalf of the farmer figure

time they believe that 18 to 19 cents cotton will 
be marketed, bringing about a little profit for 
the labor and the worry that the grower has pat 
into the growing and the marketing of his crop. 
That the Southland has been hit hard by the 
price slump is undeniable, but the south has not 
been hit so hard as tome would have business 
legions to believe. TThe farmer was halted tem­ 
porarily in his buying power, but he has to have 
tho necessities of life, money or no money and 
he can always find a plan by which he can fi­ 
nance his baying, whether it is worthwhile to 
the farmer or to the source of his finance.

A GRAIN OF COMFORT 


There is always consolation to be 
found around 
the corner 
if one 
looks for it. 
, A few days ago we printed an 
editorial in which it was shown 
that for the entire nation there 
had been found a decrease in all 
forms of lievstoek on January 1, 
1927, with the exception of mules, 
sheep and lambs. 
This impressed us as a very re­ 
markable fact, in view of the con­ 
stantly tiapf«foxing demend for meat 
to eat and the demand for milk 
and butter. 
; Now comes the report for Ala­ 
bama of F. W. Gist, agricultural 
statistician, which shows that in 
this state there has been a sub­ 
stantial increase in both number 
and value of ail kinds of livestock. 
At the beginning of the present 
year, according to Mr. Gist, there 
were in Alabama 1,000 more hor- 


sheep than in January, 1926. 
The figures quoted in the edi­ 
torial of a few days ago were tak­ 
en from the statistics of the de­ 
partment 
of agriculture 
for the 
years 1925, 1926 and 1927, and are 
approximately correct. 
An important fact is obvious in 
this comparison of figures. 
While the rest of the nation, tak­ 
en as a whole, is turing away from 
livestock, Alabama is turning to 
it. The work of the county agents 
is bringing results and this out­ 
ward indication of the diversifica­ 
tion of farming in the state is en­ 
couraging. 
There was also an enormous in­ 
crease in the number of chickens 
in Alabama, 
another 
wholesome 
sign. 
Fanning experts will have no 
difficulty in explaining the live­ 
stock gains in Alabama, but we 
confess that it has us guessing why 
the total number of animals in the 
entire nation should have been less 
on January 1, 1927, than on Janu­ 
ary 1, 1925 and 1926.
